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Fi itton Lake, one of the most beautiful of the Broads, 
is landlocked, and can only be reached by road. The 
nearest station is St. Olaves, from which it is a pretty walk 
of about twenty minutes to Fritton Hall, at which boats and 
refreshments can be obtained. The lake is some three 
miles long and very deep, in places i8 or 20 feet. 
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
